Added  to  the  strength 
of  these  was  some  fine  material  around  which  Coach  Schanlaub  built 
up  one  of  the  best  teams  we  have  had  in  years.  Special  credit  should 
be  given  the  second  team  and  those  players  who  came  out  every  night 
and  helped  to  make  the  varsity  a  success. 

The  opening  scene  was  staged  in  Lyon  Hall  in  a  game  with  Browns- 
town.  The  locals  surely  did  their  "stuff"  and  downed  the  opposing 
team  25-20.  The  excellent  guarding  of  Hardy  and  Garriott  was  the 
main  feature  in  the  winning  of  the  game. 

The  Salemites  next  journeyed  to  Paoli  and  met  their  quintet  in  a 
slow,  one-sided  battle.  The  stiff  offensive  furnished  by  Telle,  Paynter 
and  Ribelin  was  too  much  for  the  enemy. 

Salem  added  another  scalp  to  her  belt  by  taking  Scottsburg  down 
the  line  to  the  tune  of  24-22.  Our  boys  played  a  superior  brand  of 
basket  ball  and  surprised  our  old  enemy,  the  first  time  in  eight  years.

!  N  the  City  of  Salem,  in  1980,  three  men  sat  at  a  table  in  one  of  the

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13  EFORE  the  days  of  Adam  the  monkey  was  king.  There  were 
not  the  large  cities  of  today  to  hinder  his  progress.  He  could 
go  from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another  without  getting  caught 
by  traffic  policemen  at  stop  signs.  Also  if  he  wanted  to  stop  by  the  side 
of  the  path  which  his  fathers  had  trodden  for  centuries,  or  park  on 
the  limb  by  the  side  of  his  tree  road;  in  other  words,  if  he  wanted  to  go 
out  on  a  limb  he  would  not  be  pinched  as  most  people  are  in  this  day 
and  age.  (  Pinched  is  a  slang  expression  for  "Twenty  dollars  and 
costs." ) 

The  monkey  traveled  either  by  day  or  night  or  not  at  all.  He 
nearly  always  traveled  by  swinging  from  tree  to  tree  or  by  walking  on 
the  ground.  Most  authorities  agree  that  man  is  far  superior  to  the 
monkey  in  this  respect.  Man  invented  the  aeroplane  and  it  is  said  the 
monkey  never  thought  of  such  a  thing.  ( It  may  seem  that  this  informa- 
tion about  the  aeroplane  is  off  the  subject  but  variety  is  the  spice  of 
life.) 

By  centuries  of  practice  the  monkey  had  become  very  proficient  in 
the  tree,  so  by  the  time  that  this  article  chronicles  he  was  obtaining 
most  all  his  food  from  nuts  or  tree  fruit.

Curious  as  it  may  seem,  yet  easily  explained  by  Lamark's  theory 
of  acquired  characters,  the  monkey  lost  all  use  of  his  left  hand  except 
to  swing  from  limb  to  limb.  For  eons  of  time  he  has  done  this,  always 
keeping  the  right  one  free  to  carry  bread,  paddle  his  young  and  pick 
nuts — the  most  important  of  which  was  to  pick  nuts  which  he  fed  his 
family.

One  day  there  was  a  fine  old  gentleman  monkey 
got  his  right  hand  injured  so  that  he  was  not  able  to  grasp  tree  fruit. 
His  offspring  numbered  in  the  twenties.  They  all  began  to  think  how 
terrible  it  would  be  to  starve  to  death. 

Necessity  always  was  and  always  will  be  the  mother  of  invention. 
In  every  family  there  is  at  least  one  with  a  few  brains,  and  so  there 
was  one  in  this  family — the  thirteenth  son.  He  drew  up  plans  and 
specifications  and  in  his  crude  foundry  he  cast  the  tool  that  was  to 
save  his  wrhole  family.  Indeed  the  tool  was  crude  but  it  served  the 
purpose.  It  was  a  clamp-like  affair  (  with  a  screw  to  tighten  the  clamp ) 
and  was  to  be  used  by  his  father  to  jerk  or  wrench  nuts  from  the  tree. 

It  was  surprising  how  well  the  nuts  could  be  removed  with  this 
tool  and  in  a  few  months  this  monkey  took  out  a  patent — calling  it  the 
monkey  wrencher.  However,  just  as  surprising  to  some  as  the  efficient 
method  in  which  it  worked,  was  the  fact  that  it  could  not  be  used  in 
the  left  hand.  As  usual  the  monkey  had  to  hold  fast  with  his  left 
hand  and  used  the  wrencher  in  the  right.  Indeed  one  monkey  tried 
to  use  a  wrencher  in  his  left  hand  but  not  being  skillful  in  holding  to 
the  tree  with  his  right  he  fell  and  being  on  the  bottom  limb  his  tail 
had  no  chance  to  save  him.

f  N  November,  1924,  the  Salem  High  School  band  was  organized, 
■*■  Mr.  Hutchison  who  had  been  very  interested  in  this  kind  of  a  pro- 
ject for  several  years  was  largely  responsible  for  the  organization  at 
this  time.

Throughout 
the  whole  course  the  students  are  guided  in  their  reading  and  the  best 
books,  both  classic  and  modern,  are  made  accessible  through  the  public 
library.  A  special  course  in  grammar  is  offered  each  semester  primarily 
for  those  students  who  are  going  to  enter  college.

PUBLIC  SPEAKING 

This  course  has  only  recently  gained  rather  a  prominent  place  in 
our  high  school.  In  some  cases  it  is  substituted  for  the  last  year  of 
English.  Students  are  finding  this  course  very  helpful  as  it  enables 
them  to  speak  with  greater  ease  and  with  better  expression  of  their 
thoughts.  Four  years  ago  it  would  have  been  thought  impossible  for 
the  students  to  have  put  on  an  entire  program  before  the  student  body 
and  faculty. 

Now  it  is  a  simple  matter  to  arrange  such  a  program.  This  has 
been  made  possible  largely  through  public  speaking.

MATHEMATICS 

A  two  year  course  in  this  subject  is  required  for  graduation.  The 
first  year's  work  is  Algebra.  The  Wells  and  Hart  text  book  is  used. 
The  second  year's  work  is  Plane  Geometry.  The  first  half  of  the  year 
is  given  over  to  the  general  rules  of  geometry  and  the  last  half  to  the 
study  and  construction  of  propositions.  A  third  year's  work  consists  of 
advanced  Algebra  and  Solid  Geometry.  It  is  not  required  but  has 
become  a  very  popular  year's  work.

HISTORY 

Three  year's  work  in  history  is  required  for  graduation.  The 
work  is  usually  taken  up  in  the  Sophomore  year.  It  is  a  study  of 
Elson's  Modern  Times  and  Living  Past.  The  second  year's  work  in 
the  Junior  year  completes  the  American  history  course.    The  third 
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year's  work  in  the  Senior  year  consists  of  Civics  and  Economics. 
Instructors,  Miss  Aldridge,  Mr.  Current,  Miss  Watson,  Miss  Bush. 

LATIN 

Even  though  it  is  not  required  for  graduation  it  is  taken  by  a  large 
number  of  students  and  is  found  beneficial.  During  the  first  year 
conjugations,  declensions  and  simple  translations  are  studied.  The 
second  year's  work  is  translating  Caesar.  The  third  course  is  Vergil 
and  Cicero  given  alternately  thus  enabling  the  students  to  have  years 
of  Latin.

BIBLE  STUDY 

The  study  of  the  Bible  is  becoming  more  and  more  recognized 
as  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  in  our  schools  today.  The  min- 
isters of  our  town  for  the  past  few  years  have  taught  this  work.  The 
old  testament  is  studied  the  first  semester  and  the  new  testament  the 
second.

VOCATIONAL  HOME  ECONOMICS 

For  the  past  three  years  a  two  year  course  in  Vocational  Home 
Economics  has  been  offered  which  consists  of  Foods  and  Cooking 
and  Textiles  and  Clothing  for  first  year  and  Hygiene  and  Home  Nurs- 
ing for  second  year  work.  This  course  work,  in  which  one  or  more  pro- 
jects are  chosen  and  completed  during  the  summer.  The  club  work  is 
offered  only  to  girls  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  eighteen.

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE 

This  is  the  third  year  that  Vocational  Agriculture  has  been  in  the 
Salem  High  School  curriculum.  It  is  now  being  taught  on  the  half- 
day  basis,  a  total  of  six  units  being  offered.  The  course  is  given  pri- 
marily for  the  benefit  of  farm  boys  who  may  not  find  it  possible  to  ob- 
tain advanced  training.  Each  Vocational  student  is  required  to  do 
home  project  work.  The  projects  shall  complete  a  cycle  in  farm  crop 
or  animal  production. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  one  hundred  and  twenty  Vocation- 
al Agriculture  Departments  in  Indiana.
